FEW SAILORS HERE 


Although there seems no immediate 


use for the Coddinglon Point extension 
to the Naval Training Station, the 
work there will be completed before 
long and the property will be turned 
over to the government. 
There is 


still considerable work to be done be- 
fore the buildings are entirely fin. 
ished, but a large force of men is now 
at v.-ork on the-plumbing and heating 
and will finish up before long. 


The number of men attached to the 


Naval Training Station is still very 
small, but it looks as if the botlom 
limit had been reached, and possibly 
a start mnde on the upward climb. 
Men are still being detached for sea 
duty, but some recruits for the train- 
ing department are coming in, and 
there is a likelihood Ihnt when Con- 
gress increases the pay of Ihe enlisted 
men there may be a brisk increase in 
the number of enlistments. • 


The decrease in the number of men 


at this Station makes a great differ- 
ence in the appearance of the city- 
streets, and also considerable differ- 
ence in the volume of business done. 
Even last winter, after the signing of 
the armistice, there was a large num- 
ber of men attached here, although 
thoy had begun to decrease somewhal. 
This .winter, the number is ver> 
small, and will hardly be expected to 
increase materially before spring.

HATH ROAD WIDENING 


Mrs. Theodore K. Gibbs has notified 


the city that she will give the strip 
of land needed from her property on 
Bath Road lo complete the widening 
of lhat thoroughfare, provide.! that 
the city will bear the cost of all 
changes and improvements and .that 
nothing objectionable be placed on 
the land thus given. This matter was 
laid before the board of aldermen on 
Tuesday evening, and they at onct, 
decided 
to ask the representative 


council for $40,000 'for the comple- 
tion of tho project. The request .was 
granted. 


This means that by another sum- 


mer, the widening of Bnth Road, 
which has been under contemplation 
for many years, shouhj be practically 
completed from Edgar Court to the 
Beach. Work will be continued through 
the winter as. far as practicable, as 
there is a large amount of changing 
and grading to be done. Large retain- 
ing walls must be built at some points, 
particularly in front of Miss Mason's 
property, and there are a number of 
large, trees to be moved. 
. With the completion of this widen- 
ing, the approach to the Beach from 
F;dgar Court will be a very attractive 
thoroughfare. 
Some time it is hoped 


to complete the widening on the west- 
ward as far as Bellevue avenue, bul 
this presenls more difficulties because 
of the buildings lhat will have to be 
moved or torn down. However, most 
of the builitjngs are comparatively 
inexpensive and the city will un- 
doubtedly turn its attention jn that 
direction after completing the cast- 
ward widening. 


Although the widening of. Bath 


Road had been under discussion in 
this city for more years than' most 
people can remember, the first actual 
step was taken several years ago, 
when Mrs. William C. Rives gave a 
strip of her land for this purpose. 
This was followed by a similar gift 
from Senator Wctmore, who had pur- 
chased the Ladd estate on Bath'Road. 
Because of a clause in Senator Wet. 
morc's gift which required certain 
changes in behalf of the city to corre- 
spond with the 'so-called Olmstcad 
plan, Ibe aclual widening was not be- 
gun for some time, but under the ex- 
isting conditions of money stringency 
for street railroads which precluded 
the changing of tracks of the trolley 
line, Senator Wetmore finally decided 
to allow the city to go ahead with the 
widening, and work was completed 
last summer as far as tho city then 
controlled the property. Jt is hoped 
that with the assured widening to the 
eastward the slrcct railway may see 
its way clear to' changing its tracks 
to correspond with the Olmstead plan.

The population of the Azores Is 


about 245,600. the number of Inhhbl- 
'tnnts having changed but little In the 
last century, and. If anything, having 
diminished. This fact Is probably due 
more to various political nnd social 
conditions than to climatic, agricul- 
tural, or other conditions of 
tho 


islands. In the early days the Portu- 
guese literally "rnlsed cane", on the 
islands, nnd established a large sugnr 
trade with England and other, coun- 
tries. Tobnrco nnd fruits were also 
produced In great quantities, but. wl!b 
the discovery nnd settlement of Brn/il 
and other South American countries. 
Portugal rather discouraged produc- 
tion in the Azores In order to nld her 
colonies In South America. . With the 
sugar nnd tobacco trade Fnntched from 
them, the A7oreans began the cultiva- 
tion of the vine, and the making of 
wine and other liquors became one of 
the chief Industries of tho islands. 
The population consists mainly of 
Portuguese, Moorish, nnd Flemish set- 
tlers, with a few negroes and a fair 
sprinkling of English settlers.

OLDEST LIVING LANGUAGE 


Speech of Lithuanian Peasants Rec- 


ognized a« the Most Ancient 


Still on Human Lip's. 


"Vlrl trahltc Jugum"—"Men, drag 


•the yoko'^slghed the lloinan poli- 
tician when Nero turned down the re- 
quest of the Amalgamated Togamak- 
ers' union for an eight-hour day and 
raised taxes to pay for tho autuuin 
scries of orgies and n new fiddle. 


"Vyral, trauklte jungan," echoes the 


Lithuanian of thc present day, as he 
and.hla fellow refugees shoulder their 
packs and set out for the return trip 
to the farms whence they were driven 
before Lithuania had set tip Its pres- 
ent republican fort* of self-government. 


This striking similarity between the 


modern Lithuanian and the ancient 
Latin language Is no mere coincidence 
applying to those few words only. 
Lithuanian Is tho oldest living Ian-1 


juage in .the world today. It resem- 
bles most thc primitive Sanskrit and is 
probably older than Greek or Latin, 
with which philologists 
find 
It has 


much In common. It Is entirely differ- 
ent 
from 
German 
and 
the Slavic 


tongues. 


Prof. A. Mllltt of the College of 


France says: "If you wish to hear 
from the human Jips some echo of 
whnl Ihe language originally common' 
to the Indo-European may have been, 
go and listen to Lithuanian peasants 
talking."

Probably the flrst time my atten- 


tion, was called lo the whisper songs 
of birds win forty years ago, when, 
onn brisk March morning, I recorded of 
a foxy sparrow Hint "It was whispering 
to a .withered, oak leaf." 'As I look now 
at (ho tattered and stained puge of the 
old notebook I vividly recall Ihe day. 
' Hut n truce to comparisons, the bane 
alike of prolltnble medltallon and of ac- 
curate description. The simple fact 
wns, a foxy sparrow very near me be- 
gan singing In so low a tone that I 
was In doulit whether It were a bird 
or n inusJciil vesper mouse sitting In 
the doorway of his bush nest. 
I had 


to look long l« mnkc sureiot iny first 
tinpi-esslon. It was a sparrow, and, 
us I then wrote, It "was whispering to 
nn oak lenf." 
So It seemed. Hint is; 


tint let thnl puss. 
It wns sinking to 


llself. 
Surely not n note was loud 
lo lie heard half, a rod away. 


There wns little variation In tlie sound 
as I heard It; It was a humming rather 
than sln^lnc, and bore no resemblance 
lo that dollghtful sunset hymn so char- 
acteristic of the bird. My single Im- 
piesslon of It was thai of personal 
gratification. The bird was In n medi- 
tative mood. 
Ittt thoughts ran to mu- 


sic, as wo should say of ourselves, re- 
calling thc words of some familiar 
song. As thii Is no uncommon trait 
among mankind, I do not see why the 
same lialdt should not be Indulged In 
by birds. 


Twice I have witnessed under most 


favorable 
circumstances 
the 
move- 


ments'of a cardinal grosbeak when 
uttering what I venture to call Ills 
meditations, or whisper song. 
The 


name counts for little, because all de.- 
scrlptloji must fall In accurately por- 
traying this feature of bird life. 


In the early summer of 1800 I had a 


disabled rose-breasted grosbeak in a 
c;,go. It siion become contented with 
Us surroundings and was not startled 
by the near approach of any of the 
family. 
Every morning, commencing 


soon nfter sunrise, It sang as vigorous- 
ly ns any of Its kind flying about the 
yard ; and this Is with us n common 
bird, nesting un thc hillside and In the 
orchard. 
Agnln at evening the bird 


was given to singing in Its matchless 
wny, and I could detect no difference 
between ita song and that of thoso 
about the premises. 
Besides this ordi- 


nary song of the rose breast, I was 
frerjuJntly treated to a widely different 
one, heard only when nil was quiet. 
It was truly a whispered song. It bore 
little resemblance to the grand out- 
hurst of melody Intended for all the. 
world to hear. It can he described 
best. I think, by calling It the echo of 
n distant flute. That thc bird was 
ntcnsel.v absorbed by Its own music

coiueo a period of rcsiful medltaljon, 
and It Is little woiider tiiat with noth- 
ing else to dp these birds should whis- 
tle. Not like the cardinal, clwr and 
loud, or mandatory, as tho Carolina 
wren, shouting "Listen I listen I listen !'• 
but like the wenrjr man who Is at last 
at his ease, and hums a few notes or 
whittles a bar or two as nn expression 
of relief.

nesting-day son;;. Observing the bird's 
manner at such a time, it reminds one 
of a person trying to recall a song hy 
whistling In an undertone. This sure- 
ly the bird is not doing, hut singing 
In a whispering way ID please Its pass- 
Ing whim. 


Two birds very familiar to tho per- 


sistent rambler arc the tree creeper 
anrl winter wren. Weeks may puss 
ami you will hear nothing but a chirp, 
and often the wren will not so mncli 
as twitter when alarmed, hut patience 
will probably 'lie rewarded at least 
once in a winter by hearing a few ] 
sweet notes, perhaps several times 
repeated, and then the old mute man- 
ner Is resumed.

Dnvld P. Houston, secretary of 


agriculture, does not assent to the- 
theory that the prices of farm products 
should full before the prices of manu- 
factured commodities fall. He makes 
this clear In replying to a recent cora- 
uiunlcatloii In which It was stated that 
"There must be a drop In prices be'foro 
Iliero Is a drop In wages, and It would 
seem that tho farmer Is the man who 
M going to be. first hit." 


This theory has been advanced by 


I. number of manufacturers, said the* 
secretary, who continued, "It la clearly 
an unjust contention. 
It manifestly 


would not do to ask'farmers to pro- 
duce, buying everything that they hare 
to buy from manufacturers at high 
prices, with the' assurance to: them 
that their products, will fall In price, 
and that then manufacturers will con- 
sider what they will do with reference) 
to their own prices.' Obviously, manu- 
facturers must he willing to make nt 
least n contemporaneous decrease la 
tlielr prices. It might even bo con- 
tended that they chould make n prior 
decrease In their prices, 
since tho 


farmer's operations Involve n-year and 
ho could not recoup for twelve months, 
or could not recoup at all, because, 
on the theory put forth, his product.-! 
would full In price. It seems to mo 
that business men must he brought 
to realize that -If we nro to get back 
to the normal, they'must set about 
Immediately to ilo their part, and tin- 
fjiicslliimitily, profiteering In manufac- ' 
lured products must he eliminated. 
. "Of course, everything possible will 
lie done to enable Ihe farmer to pro- 
duce mprc economically, so that it 
prices do full, he will not sustain a 
loss, or so great a loss. All the efforts 
of the department of ngrlculfurc and 
of the land-grant colleges have this 
aim. They are trj'lng to bring about 
better methods of cultivation, better 
financing, better marketing, the elimi- 
nation of plant mid animal diseases 
and Insect pests, and Ihe better utiliza- 
tion of labor. Jliich hns been done In 
this direction, and more will bo dona 
ns time passes."
